WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—An agreement 
was reached today between the new pro- 
gressive group in the Senate and Repub- 
| licans of the Finance Committee on 
most of the disputed features of the Tax 
bill. By this agreement Mepublican 
leaders believe that passage of the bill 
within a week is assured and the prompt 
} enactment of ether pending legislation 
‘is likely. The end of the bi-partisan 
agricultural ‘‘ bloc’’ as the balance of 
power in Congress is forecast. 

As the result of several conferences 
last night and today a compromise pro- 
gram upon the Tax Dill has been de- 
cided upon, which President Harding 
| approved today. 

The leading features of the program 
for changes in the tax bill are as fol- 
lows: 

Increase of the maximum surtax rate 
from 32 per cent., as carried in the 
Senate bill, to 50 per cent. and reduc- 
tion of the surtax rates on incomes 
from $6,000 to $50,000, 1 to 2 per cent. on 
the average below the rates in the Sen- 
late bill. 

Retention of a capital stock tax as in 
the House bill, but repealed in the Sen- 
ate measure. 

Repeal of all transportation taxes at 
the end of the present calendar year. 
|The Senate bill retained freight and 
|} passenger taxes, this year, with the

|; pealed all these taxes. 

Increase of the tax on alcohol or

Brooklyn Fishermen Saved 25 


Miles at Sea; 


Investigate Failure of a Ship to Help Them

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 6.—Adrift in a 
disabled open motorboat which was being 
rapidly swept out to sea, three Brooklyn 
fishermen were picked up yesterday 
twenty-five miles off Fire Island Light, 
Long Island, by the liner Nantucket. 
They had bailed water all night to keep 
their craft afloat. The Nantucket, a 
Merchants and Miners’ passenger steam- 
er from Boston, docked here this after- 
noon. 

The three men—Edward D. Young, 
Albert R. Tuverl and William F. Tuveri 
—on their arrival here told. graphic 
Stories of their twenty-four-hour fight 


to keep the crippled boat from being 
swamped by the heavy seas and of 
their most dispiriting experience of 
watching a large passenger ship pass 
within 200 yards of them during the 
night. ‘The ship did not heed their 
frantic swinging of lanterns and cries 
for help, they said. ; 

‘* We left the dock at Sheepshead Bay 
Tuesday morning for a spot about 500 
yards off Ambrose Channel light,’ 
Young related, ‘‘ and after a weed day’s 
fishing we started back about four 
o’clock in the-afternoon. Before going 
far our engine went dead and we dis- 
covered that out gas had leaked out. 
We .let go two anchors, but the wind 
freshened and the strain broke one of 
the anchor lines at a splice, and then 
we began our drift or outing, whatever 
you ckoose to call it. : 

‘“As we drifted past Ambrose Light, 
we shouted and waved, but I guess they 
thought we were only extending friendly 
greetings. At any rate, no help was 
sent us, and out to sea we went. Nat- 
urally our tub had to begin to leak, and 
after a while the water began coming 
in just a little too fast for the health 
of our feelings. While one of us manned 
the pumps, the other two rigged up a 
sail with a blanket and attempted to 
steer shoreward. It didn’t work. 

“Tt was or 30 ons. and when in 
the middle o e nig a passenger 
liner loomed up through the darkness,

‘““We drifted, with the water getting 
deeper and deeper. Early in the morn- 
ling the boat began, to leak so badly 
that we began to speculate on Davy 
Jones’ hospitality. When dawn came 
we gazed at the faint gray curtain with 
considerable interest, for it was a day 
we had not been too sure of seeing, 
good swimmers though we were.”’ 

Young then told how he and his two 
companions bailed with every ounce of 
strength left in them, of their hopes of 
rescue dwindling as the morning hours 
passed, and finally of the great, almost 
overwhelming feeling of joy when the 
Nantucket hove into sight at noon and 
rescued them. 

T. H. Rossbottom, general manager of 
the United States Line, yesterday di- 
rected Captain Hudgins, marine super- 
intendent of the line, to make an inquiry 
into the failure of Captain A. B. Ran- 
dall, master of the Hudson, to go to the 
rescue of three men disabled in a dory 
ten miles over Ambrose Channel Light- 
ship Thursday morning. Mr. Rossbot- 
tom said he wanted to get the facts in 
the case before asking the United Stat 
Inspection Service to investigate Captain 
Randall’s conduct, should it develop that 
he had failed to observe a first law of 
the sea.

RIGA, Oct. 6.—The new economic pol- 
icy bids fair ta. bring about a change in 
Russia almost as complete as the Bol- 
shevist revolution~itself. It is not a 
change from communism to capitalism, 
but rather from State socialism to indi- | 
vidualism—from bureaucracy to personal | 
initiative. 

On the economic side its purpose is to 
stimulate production of food and manu- 
factured goods and re-establish a nor- | 
tinal monetary system of exchange of | 
the one for the other. On the adminis- | 
trative side its aim is the abolition of 
routine, red tape and procrastination 
and the establishment of business meth- 
ods instead. Thus lLunacharsky, the 
Soviet Minister of Education, who re- 
ceived THE NEW YorRK ‘TIMES repre- 
sentative here today on his way to Italy, 
staced that henceforth the whole vast 
scheme of publishing contemplated by 
his department would be in the hands of 
M. Sittim, formerly the greatest pub- | 
lisher in Russia, who was recently sent 
to Berlin with a credit of #000,00U to or- 
ganize the Soviet pubhshing business in 
Germany and pave the way for the re- 
establishment of the paper printing in- 
dustry in Russia itself. 

Again, said Lunacharsky, the Rus- 
sian cinema inausiry henceforth will 
be formed into a huge combination on 
business lines which will be empowered 
tu buy films, etc., abroad, lease cinema 
treatres to Russians and foreigners and 
ciganize the production of Russian 
cinema pictures either by foreigners or 
itussians. 

The Soviet Government plans to ex- 
similar system throughout all 
Lranches of industry. Although in 
principle the big industries will remain 
in the hands of the State—as is the case 
vith the moving picture industry—they 
will be run on business rather than 
bureautic lines, and in _ practice a 
considerable number of concessions will 
be granted to Russians and foreigners, | 








which will introduce an element of | 
healthy competition. , 

Three of the principal Soviet leaders, 
Kemeneff, Krassin and® Lunacharsky, 
with whom the correspondent discussed 
this question, all declare that the Gov- 
ernment will be willing to go very far 
toward meeting foreign concessionaires. 
American, British and other foreigners 
investigating the matter in Moscow ex- 
press confidence that this will be the 
case, and do not seem to fear the conces- 
sionaires will run much risk of seizure 
of property or indeed of any infringe- 
ment of contracts on the part of the 
soviets. 

Not Yet 2 Practical Proposition. 


On the other hand, they point out—and 
the three Soviet- Ministers admitted— 
that the details are not yet worked out 
sufficiently for concessions by foreign- 
ers to be a practical proposition. 

Thus in theory, according to the new 
decrees, there 1s nothing to prevent 
American shoe manufacturers from 
opening a factory in Moscow and sell- 
ing their product in the city stores, or, 
indeed, under certain conditions, from 
importing their own shoes and selling 
them to~Russia. But in actual fact, 
some time must yet elapse before any- 
thing of the kind will be practically 
possible. Indeed, it is to be questioned 
whether any save the inner circle of 
the Soviet Government realize just how 
far the new policy is going to carry 
them. 

For instance, the restoration of the 
right of individual property and indi- 
vidual profit implies inevitably re-estab- 
Ishment of the right of inheritance, be- 
cause if the shareholders of a company 
can continue to benefit by a concession 
from the State even if their representa- 
tive who originally ‘signed the .conces- 
sion be dead, it is obviously impossible 
to prevent the heirs of an indvidual con- 
cessonaire from enjoying the same priv-

impression of foreign circles in Moscow 
that the Russians authorities intend to 
carry out their new policy no less sin- 
cerely than the strictly communistic sys- 
tem it replaces.

The correspondent adds that Premier 
Hughes said that one of the others was 
the first Lord of the Admiralty (Lord 
Lee), but the third man had not been 
named because he had not yet consented 
to go. 

According to the Premier's telegram to 
the Ambassador, says the correspondent, 
it was arranged at the recent Imperial 
Conference that His Majesty's Govern- 
ment should represent the whole empire 
at the Washington Conference, but the 
Government now would prefer to in- 
clude the Dominion point of view.

FRENCH DELEGATES PICKED. 


Briand, Viviani, Sarraut, Jusserand 
and Berthelot to Come. 


PARIS, Oct. 6 (Associated Press).— 
The French Government will not offi- 
cially announce the personnel of its dele- 
gation to the Washington armament 
and Far Bastern conference until after 
Parliament meets, Oct. 18. There seems 
to be no doubt, however, that it will be 
composed of Premier Briand, former 
Premier “Viviani,* Senator Albert Sar- 
raut, Jules J. Jusserand and General 
Berthelot as principals and Maurice 
Casenave as General Secretary. 

Major General Baut, Chief of Staff of 
the army, and Admiral Grasset, Chief of 
the tiaval General Staff, will be mem- 
berg of the technical staff, together with 
Marshal Foch. Other members of the 
delegation will be Count Charles de 
Chambrun, former counselor of the em- 
bassy in Washington, and M. Leger, 
who has returned from four years spent 
in China as First Secretary of Legation 
and Chargé d’Affaires. 


LONDON, Oct. 6.—Reports that France 
will enter the conference on limitation 
of armaments and Far Eastern ques- 
tions prepared to bargain with the 
United States relative to mutual respon-

Many Republicans Urge Posi- 
tive Stand for Consolidation, 
Warn of Danger in Evasion. 


FARE CLAUSE BIG ISSUE 


Lockwood and Prominent Lawyer 
Called In to Give Views Before 
He Decides on Action. 


From a well-informed source it was 
learned last night that Governor Miller's 
transit plan as promulgated by his Tran- 
sit Commission would not meet the un- 
qualified approval of the leading candi- 
dates on the Republican-Coalition ticket. 

Both Henry H. Curran, Coalition nom- 
inee for Mayor, and Charles S. Lock- 
wood, candidate for Controller, accord- 
ing to this information, will in the near 
future:.set forth their attitude on the 
Transit Commission's report in a state- 
ment issued either jvintly or indivi- 
dually, in which, it was said, strong 
exception would be taken to the failure 
of the commission to insure the contin- 
uance of a five-cent fare for more than 
one ‘trial year. 

A prominent Republican leader in pre- 
dicting what the statement of the candi- 
dates would contain, said that it would 
spell ‘‘approval of the transit plan, 
with reservations.”’ 

What stand the coalition candidates 
should take on the transit question has 
proved no small puzzle to Republican 
leaders. Although the Governor’s tran- 
sit programme, prior to the inssuance of 
the Transit Commission’s report at 
least, had not proved popular with large 
numbers of Republicans and independ- 
ents in this city, the leaders feared that 
flat-footed opposition to the programme 
might bring about a city-wide split in 
the Republican Party. On the other 
hand they were aware that evasion 
would be dangerous in view of the re- 
lation of the Hylan Administration to 
that issue. 


Positive Stand Advised. 


Many Republicans have urged that the 
coalition candidates should face -the 
issue aggressively and endorse what the 
Governor had done as the only con- 
structive move made to insure the 
sort of transit conditions this city need- 
ed. When the report of the Transit 
Commission was made publHc, Republi- 
cans who had expressed that view in- 
sisted that the report itself vindicated 
the policy that they had recommended. 

According to the report both Curran 
and Lockwood yesterday were in con- 
ference with a prominent lawyer—a 
Democrat—who has made a study of the 
report and is said at present to be 
drafting a modified fare clause which, 
it was stated, would insure the perma- 
nency of a five-cent fare. 

Major Curran when reached at his 
home early this morning said that while 
he had discussed the matter with a cer- 
tain prominent lawyer, the discussion 
was purely casual. 

“I am studying the plan myself and 
within a few days I will be ready to set 
forth my attitude on the transit ques- 
tion,’’ Mr. Curran said. ‘‘I have said 
nothing to anybody that would justify 
him stating beforehand what my atti- 
tude on any part of the report would 
be. When I am ready to speak I will 
set forth my views in detail.’ 

George McAneny, President of the 
Transit Commission, when the report 
reached him yesterday said that any 
proposal was ridiculous with the present 
unsettled and uncertain transit situa- 
tion, which sought to guarantee a per- 
manent five-cent fare. 

The suggestion by Mayor Hylan that 
the city take back the city-owned rapid 
transit lines and operate them at a five- 
cent fare brought further comment 
yesterday from the Transit Commission 
and those favoring the commission plan 
for a consolidation of aii the iines and 
their operation py companies under 
municipal control. It was pointed out 
that the seizure of the lines would dis- 
integrate the system of rapid transit, 
probably would result in imposing upon 
a large percentage of the riding public 
a double fare, and that the city, before 
any seizure probably could be effected, 
would have to take care of the’ private 
investorse 

One of the ends sought by the commis- 
sion is a consolidation of all the proper- 
ties to the end that the fare may be 
maintained at the lowest possible figure 


and universal free transfers be restored. 

The commission’s recent report set 
forth that the transit system still suf- 
fered from the consequences of divided 
control and that ‘‘the companies are 
not giving the character of service their 
franchises and contracts with the city 
require them to give.’’ It has been said 
that as soon as possible after the adop- 
tion of the proposed plan the service 
would be increased 20 per cent. It 
was’ suggested that if the Mayor had 
in mind any practical plan for the whole- 
sale correction of the present plight. of 
the traction companies other than that 
proposed by the commission he would 
render the public a service by setting it 
forth in detail. ; ‘ 

Under the commission's plan provision 
must be made for the liquidating of tort 
claims so far adjudieated. There are 
about 10,000 tort creditors with adjudi- 
cated claims aggregating $5,000,000. 
These are mainly represented by com- 
mittees with claims against the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit system and the New 
York Railways Company. Besides these 
there are tort claims against other com- 
panies in the several boroughs.

URGES QUICK ACTION 
ON LOAN REFUNDING 


Mellon Appeals for Legislation 
Vesting Him With Au- 
thority to Act. 


NEED NOT WAIT ON PARLEY 


Secretary Tells House Com- 
mittee Government Should 
Join Debt Negotiations Now.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Asserting 

uiat foreign commerce is hurt by uncer- 
tainty.over foreign debts, Secretary Mel- 
lon today appeared before the House 
| Ways and Means Committee and made 
a strong appeal for early action by 
Congress on the Administration plan 
i for giving to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury broad authority in dealing with the 
problem of funding the foreign loans 
of the United States which amount to 
|}nearly $10,000,000,000. 

He also insisted that these loans should 

be refunded at the earliest possible mo- 
ment in order to straighten out the 
{Treasury’s financial arra..,ements and 
enable it to give these obligations 4 
definite and fixed status, following nego- 
tiations with Great Britain and the 
other powers with whom these will be 
carried forward as soon as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is vested with the 
needed authority. 

Speaking for himself and the Presi- 
| dent, the Secretary told the committee 
}it was considered necessary that the 
Secretary of the Treasury, who will 
conduct these negotiations, should have 
the fullest authority, with the Presi- 
dent’s approval, to handle the negotia- 
tions for a refunding of the foreign debt. 

There has been opposition in Congress 
to the granting of such wide authority 
and the power of negotiation to one man 
and there were still evidences of such 
opposition in the questions put to Secre- 
tary Mellon today by members of the 
committee. The bill advocated by the 
Secretary would empower him to convert 
or refund loans under the various Lib- 
erty bond acts aggregating $9,435,225, 329, 
as well as obligations received from the 
American Relief Administration amount- 
ing to $84,093,963, obligations for about 
$56,000,000 held by the Grain Corpora- 
tion and obligations received from the 
Secretaries of War and Navy amounting 
to about $565,000,000. 

“The loans,’’ said Secretary Mellon, 
‘‘ should be refunded at the earliest pos- 
sible time to straighten out the Treas- 
ury. There is no authority to accept 
bonds or other currency than our own in 
payment of the debts. 

“To a certain extent, in arranging 
for payment of fndebtedness, we have to 
consider the indebtedness of one allied 
nation to another. In other words, we 
have to work with the other creditor 
nations on a plan of settlement. 

‘* By reason of the lack of any author- 
ity as to a part of these foreign obliga- 
tions and the restrictions upon the ex- 
isting authority as to the others, it is 
impossible in any refunding under the 
varying conditions that exist, to deal 
fairly with the debtor nations and at the 
same time protect the interest of this 
country. To do this it is essential that 
the department have full authority as to 
all such foreign indebtedness, to deter- 
mine the form and terms of the settle- 
ments and of the refunding obligations, 
the rate or rates of interest, the matur- 
ity dates and the right to extend the 
time for the payment of interest on the 
indebtedness to be refunded. It is also 
of importance that the department 
should have adequate authority to adjust 
and settle claims against foreign Gov- 
ernments which are not in the form of 
tonds or obligations, as for example the 
claim for costs of our military forces of 
occupation.”’ 

Secretary Mellon expressed the opinion 


that Governments of Europe, which owe 
about nine-tenths of all the debt, would 
be in condition in another vear to meet 
tneir payments of interest, and there 
had been no suggestion by any foreign 
Government, he said, for the cancellation 
ef its debt Since 1919 there had been 
no interest collected on the foreign debt. 

Mr. Mellon toid the committee that 
there was no intention to attempt to 
collect interest on interest in negotiating 
arrangements for the refunding of the 
loans. In response to questions by mem- 
bers of the committee, Mr. Mellon ex- 
pressed the opinion that the principal 
allied powers, England, France and Italy, 
were in a better position to take care 
of their payments than the smaller na- 
tions. 

‘“‘There has been no thought,’’ Mr. 
Mellon went on, ‘‘of a geneval substi- 
tution of Governments as debtors, or of 
Government securities, but only a shift- 
ing of the character pf the securities. 
It is our intention to £0 fund these for- 
eign debts as to insure regular payments 
of interest on them until maturity.”’

Testimony indicating that contractors

John F. O'Rourke, President of the 
O'Rourke Engineering Company, testi- 
ified that he gave two checks, for $5,000 
and $3,500, respectively, to William F. 
(‘* Doc ’’) Matthews for ‘‘ preaching the 
gospel of concrete blocks’’ in sewer 
consiruction ‘‘ to people that were blind, 
deaf and dumb, and galvanizing them 
into action.”’ 

Marvin Scudder, an accountant em- 
ployed in the recent Board of Estimate 
inquiry under the direction of Meler 
Steinbrink, said that he had had these 
checks and had turned them over to 
Arthur King, who was associated with 
former Governor Charles S.. Whitman in 
the latter's investigation of the Queens 
contract situation, but that Mr. King 
could not recall having received them. 

According to Mr. Scudder, the $5,000 
check was endorsed by Matthews to 
John M. Phillips, who appeared, from 
the testimony of other witnesses, to 
have been credited with considerable in- 
fluence in contract matters. 

Joseph L. Sigretto, another contractor, 
zdmitted that he had formed a partner- 
ship. with Phillips on the Fifty-first 
Street sewer contract and paid him $47,- 
000 or $48,000, although Phillips contrib- 
uted no money to the partnership. Mr. 
Sigretto explained that he had associ- 
ated himself with Phillips in the expec- 
tation that the latter would expedite the 
payment of money due him by the Con- 
troller’s office. 


Told Money Went to Connolly Fund. 


Mr. Sigretto testified that he had sold 
this particular contract to John J. Creem 
for $25,000, of which he received only 
about $5,000. He said that one check 
for $14,000 was turned over to Phillips 
and that the latter told him it was to 
£0 into the campaign fund of Borough 
President Maurice E. Connolly, who was 
then running for re-election, Mr. Sig- 
retto said that he formerly had done al} 
the publi¢ work in Queens, which 
amounted to $15,000,000 to $20,000,000 
since consolidation, but that he had 
withdrawn from that borough, as he 
could make more money elsewhere. 

Louis Walters, now employed in the 
Finance Department, but formerly an 
employe of the office of the Borough 
President of Queens, testified that Phil- 
lips, who is agent for the “‘ lock joint ” 
pipe, used in many Queens sewer con- 
tracts, seemed to have much influence 
with the borough administration, used 
the telephones in the Borough Presi- 
dent's office freely and was frequently 
approached by borough employes seek- 
ing a raise in salary. 

The proceedings of the committee at 
times approached the form of a political 
meeting. Borough President Connolly 
made several short speeches from the 
floor, in which he said that the charges 
were trumped up by political opponents 
and that Thomas F. Purcell, a witness 
the committee was seeking, had been on 
the payroll of the committee.

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HULBERT 1S AMAZED 
AT PIER FEE CHARGE 


Only “‘ Influence"? Used to Get 
Lease, He Says, Was Request 
by French War Officer. 


DENIES KNOWING AGENT 


Defends Contracts on the Grounds 
of Increased Rentals 
Received. 


Dock Commissioner Murray Hulbert 
expressed amazement yesterday that 
Captain Francis Randolph Mayer, Presi- 
dent of the France end Canada Steam- 
ship Corporation, had paid a $25,000 fee 
{to B. W. Lougheed, a ship broker, for 
obtaining the lease of city-owned pier 
74, Hudson River, and astonishment 
that the Meyer Committee, to which 
Captain Mayer made this admission, 
permitted Mr. Lougheed to leave the 
country after learning of this payment. 

Mr. Hulbert said he leased the pier 
to the France and Canada Steamship 
Corporation only. after being urged to 
do so by Major P. L. Laporte, manager 
of the shipping department of the 
French Government during the war, and 
made public a letter from Major La- 
porte making such a request. 

Mr. Hulbert also expressed surprise 
to learn that the Brooks Steamship Com- 
pany paid Edward T. Corcoran a fee of 
$12,500 for getting the lease of the pier 
at the foot of East Twentieth Street. 
He gave figures to show in each case 
that the revenue from these leases 
greatly exceeded that from leases 
granted by his predecessors, 

‘“‘This is the first time that I have 
heard of any payment by any one in 
behalf of the France and Canada 
Steamship Corporation or any one else 
to secure this lease,’’ said Mr. Hulbert, 
‘““and I am amazed that any intelligent 
business man would make such a pay- 
ment for such a purpose. 

‘“*IT do not know Lougheed and never 
heard of him until nls present mention. 
Nor did I know Captain Mayer until he 
called on me about a month ago in con- 
nection with feasing a pier. All my ne- 
| gotiations with the France and Canada 
Steamship Corporation for the leasing 
of this pier at the foot of West Thirty- 
fourth Street were conducted with Mr. 
McIntosh, Treasurer of the company. 
Except from the French Government 
there was ‘no influence’ used to ob- 
tain this lease for them nor was there 
any consideration of any kind, outside 
of the rental itself, so far as the City 
of New York and my own action are 
concerned. 

‘*T made it a policy since I took of- 
fice Jan. 1, 1918, that I would deal with 
no agents or brokers in leasing of city 
piers, but that I would deal directly 
with the principals. I have dealt with no 
brokers on any piers, but it seems that, 
accustomed as they have been to that 
practice in the past, they seem to find 
it difficult to realize that aid from such 
men is wholly unnecessary.’”’ 

Mr. Hulbert said the city formerly re- 
ceived $37,275 a year from~the Itallan 
j lines for Pier 74, while the France and 
Canada Steamship Corporation now 
pays $75,000. The pier leased to the 
Brooks Steamship Company and the 
Nacirema Steamship Company now 
pays the city $39,790 a year, while the 
rent in 1917, before the pier was recon- 
structed, was $4,211. 

‘‘T think such a contrast in income is 
sufficient. to warrant the assertion that 
proportionately larger rentals have been

Under ordinary conditions, I should 
comply with your request for my res- 
ignation without hesifation. My rea- 
son for not doing so is that it is mn- 

timated by one of the newspapers 

published in this State that charges 
have been preferred against me, and 
this intimation has been copied by 


many other papers. Therefore, to 
tender my resignation at this time 
wouid be naturally construed as in- 
dicating an unwillingness on my part 
to face any charges that may have 
been lodged with you, whereas the 
exact contrary is the case. 

If accusations have been made to 
you reflecting upon’ my official con- 
duct, your request for my resigna- 
tion indicates that you accept them as 
being true. Simple justice seems to 
demand that I should be acquainted 
with any charges that have been made 
against me and that I should be 
brought face to face with the person 
or persons making these charges in 
order that I ma ave an opportunity 
to deny and refute them. 

My people have lived in what is now 
Connecticut continually for a period of 
nearly 400 years, and there has never 
been a blot upon the name of any one 
of them. 

I therefore refuse to tender my 
resignation under existing conditions 
unless you accept the suggestion that 
I have made, and I make this refusal 
with the full realization that the 
President has the unquestioned right 
to summarily remove me from office, 
but in the firm belief that he will not 
exercise this authority unless any 
charges that have been made against 
me are proved to his entire satisfac- 
tion.

Edge Urges’ Temporary Tariff Leg-

Herbert C. Hoover outlined a plan 
last night whereby the Government 
banking systems of the great powers, 
including the Federal Reserve Board, 
may get together to devise means for 
cstablishing a sound system of currency 
sbroad as the. first step to restore nor- 
mal business conditions throughout the 
world. 

Speaking at the dinner which con- 
ciuded the two-day session of the twelfth 
annual convention of the American 
Manufacturers’ Export Association at 
the Waldorf last night, the Secretary 
of Commerce declared that the first 
international financial problem to be 
solved was the situation in Germany 
and the stabilization of the mark. Gov- 
ernments cannot begin to settle these 
matters, he said, and it behooves the 
commercial community at large, if it 
seeks restored prosperity, to assist in 
the struggle with international fiscal 
end financial problems. 

‘““T do not. wish to say that we are on 
| the threshold of any boom,’’ Mr. Hoover 
)Said. ‘‘ We have a long way to go to 
| get back to economic stability. We have 
|yet to go through with much readjust- 
ment in price levels, but we are defi- 
| nitely on the road. 
| “‘ Except for our foreign business in 
| agricultural produce, there is little satis- 
{faction in the position of our foreign 
| trade. I do not propose to enter into

service in the United States,’’ and that! 
-he Governor shall ‘‘ not deal with la- | 
bor organizations as organizations, but | 
shail deal with committees of employes. 
“It is further recommended,” the re-| 
port says, ‘‘ that the ‘open shop’ prin- | 
ciple be actually put into effect on the 
isthmus and that in all departments a 
substantial proportion of non-union men | 
be employed.’’ | 
In another section the document as- | 
serfs that the “open shop’’ policy ‘ in! 
theory is followed on the Canal, but in 
some departments it is only a theory, 
and the employes are completely union- | 
ized.

son, a broker, cherging malfeasance in 
eonnection with the sale of bonds to 


fund, were dismissed yesterday by Su- 
Preme Court Justice McAvoy. The 
Court ruled that on the evidence pre- 
sented there was no proof or inference 
of gain to any one but Judson, and that | 
larceny could not he charged because 
ef the sale of bonds to the State in ex~ 
fess of the market prices. 

“The activities of Wendell,” said Jus- | 
tice McAvoy, ‘‘ were such as to wholly | 
relieve him from any supportable charge | 
of conduct indicative of criminality. The | 
question of whet the official conduct Of | 
Travis amounts to in law, whether a 


misfeasance or malversation in office , 
@rising to a neglect of duty, or such | 


favoritism as, while not criminal, would | 
be punishable by removal from office, it ; 
is not now proper to determine. It is | 
enough to say that the evidence does | 
not prima facie show a common law | 
or statutory larceny for which he was 
indicted. 

** Judson’s business in the dealings was | 
that of a vendor of bonds whose re- 
esipts of the funds of the State in ex- 
change for the bonds were bona fide 
unless it were the result of and in pur-} 
muance of a conspiracy to steal, ar- 
renged with Travis and Wendell, or} 
either of them. The two counts, each 
for auditing a false claim, are not up-} 
held by any other evidence than that! 
supporting the larceny indictments, ex- | 
cept the formal proof of the receipt of | 
the claims and their contents, and the 
issuanoe of the warrants for payments. 

‘‘'The claima are not false if the facts | 
upon which they are founded exist. | 
That is, that the sum was charged for | 
the entities, and that they were fur-! 
mished. If the. proof for falsity goes | 
upon the lack of resonableness in the

tions m the brokers who cleared them 
and the communications to dealers to 
the effect that Judson was buying bonds 
as an agent of the Controller and not 
as his principal.

Resourcefulness in Attack and 
Ability to Score Without Hits. 
Decided the ‘Contest. 


GIANTS HAD MANY CHANCES 


E tm Four Innings They Seemed |. 


on Verge of Breaking Through, 
but Huggins’s Infield Held. 


HOYT’S PITCHING INVINCIBLE | 


Though Less Steady Than Mays, He 
Tightened in the Pinches—Three 
of Day’s Five Hits Scratchy. 





; Mvinelble pitching, a brilliant defense | 
ahd greater resourcefulness in the at- | 
tack were the baseball factors that gave 
the Yankees their second straight vic- 
tory over the Giants yesterday after- 
noon. One mentions the pitching first 
because it was the most spectacular and | 
obvious feature of the Yankees’ playing. 
But a stone wall defense and, particu- 
larly, greater variety and verstaility of 
attack represented ‘the difference be- 
tween the Yankees and the Giants—and 
between victory and defeat. 

Waite Hoyt’s pitching, although nearly 
on & par with that of Carl Mays in the 
opening game, was not perfect enough 
to be called a flawless gem. The Giants 
made only two hits, one of which was | 
rather scratchy, as compared with the 
five that the McGraw dan scraped up 
against Mays on Wednesday. -But Hoyt, 
on the whole, was Iéss steady than his 
colleague. He gave five bases on balls, | 
no small number for such a close game, 
and he frequently let the count grow to 
three and two before getting rid of the 
batsmen. In addition, there were sev- 
eral occasions—in the Sixth, seventh, 
eighth and ninth—when the Giants 
seemed on the verge of breaking through 
the barrier and scoring the runs that 
would have given them the lead and 
Perhaps the game. Then McNally or | 
Ward or Peckinpaugh would come up 
with a brilliant step or throw, and the 
opportunity was lost. 

This is only half the story of the 
Yankees’ victory. The other half, hav- 
ing to do with the offensive, revolved 
around an uncanny faculty for making 
runs on few hits, for taking advantage 
of Giant errors and mistakes in judg- 
ment and for running bases in a man- 
ner that seemed fanatical or inspired. 
Not finding many breaks in the face of 
Arthur WNehf’s pitching, the Yankees 
went right out and made their own 
breaks, which is always the way of a 
winning and confident team. 








Only Two Genuine Hits in Day. 


An analysis df the hits shows that of 
the Yankees’ three singles off Nehf— 
their afternoon’s allowance—two were 
of the scratchy or dubious variety. &In 
the thifd inning Hoyt looped a ball over 
Rawlihgs’s head that a speedier fielder 
would have snared easily. As it was, 
Rawlings got partly under the ball, but 
let the sphere leap out of his hands. 
Again, in the fouth, Aaron Ward, try- 
ing to duck out of the road of a wide 
curve, got an unintentional base hit to} 
short right. The only solid and satis- 
fying Yankee hit was Meusel’s hard 
drive to centre in the eighth, with Ruth 
on first base. The Giants, too, had only 
one genuine hit to their credit, a single 
tc right by the redoubtable FBrankie 
Frisch in the ninth. Rawlings got a 
single in the third when Ruth, so it 
seemed, slowed up unduly on Johnny’s 
short fly fairly well back of third base. 

The fact that the Giants could score | 
no runs off their one hit, plus five | 
walks and a number of wicked infield | 
drives, is attributable to spectacular in- | 
field playing by Mike McNally, first of | 
all, and by Ward and Pipp. This fs not | 
tc slight the pitching of Hoyt, who was | 
capable of everything in the tight places. | 
And the fact that the Yankees were | 
able to score three runs on their allow- 
ance of three singles includes the fol- 
lowing items: Fast, heady base run- 
ning; Giant errors; breaks in the usual 
good judgment of the McGraw infield ; 
and, of course, the resourcefulness, con- 
fidence, quick intuition and pérsistency 
with which Huggins’s players have been 
blessed in the first two games. 

The fourth inning, when the first 
Yankee tun was scored, is a cross- 
section of nearly all these featurés. 
After Pipp had flied out, Werd got a 
single to right on a ball that he was 
trying nobly to stoop away from. Then 
came a break in the Giants’ defense. 
MeNally, tryitg to obey orders for 
a hit-and-run, could muster. only a 
grounder to Nehf. Ward already was 
flashing down to second, but a good 
throw Would have stopped him at the 
bag. Nehf. however, drew Bancroft off 
the bag with a wide throw, and Ward 
was safe. Bancroft, in turn, tossed 
wildly to Kelly, and all hands were 
high and dry. 

A Disastrous Giant Move. 


The least bit unsettled by his own 
misplay, Nehf walked Shang after get- 
ting the count to three and two. This 





filled the bases, with Hoyt up. Ap-| 


parently aiming for a double play 
around secoha vase, we Giant infield 
stayed back, and the move proved dis- 
astrous, for Hoyt did almost the best 


thing he could have done—barring a 
clean hit—by dribbling a slow roller to 
Rawlings, on which the secohd base- 
mah had no chance for a play at the 
late, Ward scoring the first run of 
hée game. 

Another Giant error paved the way for 
the two runs in the cighth. he usually 
erfor-proof Frisch, who éaflier had 
pen be in some hair-raising plays at 
third, dropped Peck’s little fly near vis 

tehing mound. The great Ruth rolled 
weakly to Kelly, and Peck was forced 
at second. Meusel’s clashing single to 
centre sent the Babe to third, a nice 

jiece of base uhping, in view of a 

line throw by Burns. Ruth hooked 
slide into, the bag, and was aided 
the fact that Burns’s throw carried 
isch a few inches to the side of the base.

Mrs. Ruth, who is 
an aero fan as well as a baseball fan, 
accepted an invitation from the Aero- 
marine Airways,.Inc., to view the Polo 
Grounds diamond from the air. 

Before taking off from the airport at 
the foot of Highty-séecond Street, Hud- 
son River, Mrs. Ruth exhibited three 
baseballs. One which she had auto- 
graphed herself fead, ‘‘ Hello, Babe, I 
expect you to win today.’’ ‘' May the 
best team win,” was written on the 
second ball, presented by Mayor Hylan, 
while the third, the gift of C. F. Red- 
den, President of the Aeromarine Air-

their bank rolls. Few. seemeg so in- | 
clined. Betting on the baseball classic, | 
never particularly brisk, was nearly non- | 
existant last might. | 

There were some, naturally, who were | 
still willing to back the Giants’ chances | 
in a single game, say todsy’s or to- | 
morrow’s, but the voices which only a 
few days before had vociferously pro- 
claimed ‘that the National Leaguers 
were the coming champions of the world 
hadiby last night grown wee and small. 

The lack of betting left the odds on} 
the series problematical rather than an 
established figures. John Doyle, who! 
after yesterday’s game was quoting 
around 4 to 1 on the final outcome, ar- 
rived at the odds in this manner. He! 
reasoned that in order to even the series | 
the Giants must win two straight games 
and that the odds against their doing 
this were 3 to 1. Assuming that they 
did so, they would be only starting over 
end would still have either Mays or 
Hoyt, or both, to face. Since these 
pitchers already have defeated them in 
decisive fashion, they would naturally | 
be favored to repeat the trick and con- | 
sequently the reasonable odds shoul be 
4tol1to 4%to1. Early in the evening | 
he had only minor bets to report at 
these figures.

YANKEES’ MANAGER 
HAPPY BUT CAUTIOUS 


Huggins Says Second Victory 
Gives Him More Freedom 
in Planning Games. 


‘“*Don’t count your base hits before 
they are made,”’ said Miller Huggins 
after yesterday’s game. The Yankee 
manager, while pleased at the second 
victory over the Giants, was as cool as if 


his team had Won onty an ora@tnary ball 
game instead of a world’s series contest. 
He was just as confident as the Yankee 
players seemed to be that they would 
take the pennant, but he was cautious in 
his comment on what was to come to- 
day, tomorrow and during the rest of 
the series. 

‘“‘ Winning two games, of course, is 
quite an advantage in any world’s se- 
ries,’” Huggins said. ‘‘I rave a little more 
freedom of action and choice in. select- 
ing my pitchers and drawing up my plan 
of campaign, but the Giants are still in 
the running. I’m not forgetting that in 
the 1917 series McGraw’s team lost the 
first two games and then got back on 
even terms with the White Sox by tak- 
ing the next two. This may happen in 
the present series, and again it may not. 
That’s as far as I go as a prophet. 

‘* Pitching such as Hoyt showed today 
was about as good as any I remember 
in world’s series contests. He got into 
a number of holes and lost his control 
slightly on several occasions, but he was 
good enough to get past the tight places, 
and that is the test of a pitcher. I 


‘certainly have nothing to complain about 


in the pitching line so far, and the 
Giants have also showed slab work that 
would beat nearly any team except the 
Yankees as they have played in the 
first two games. 

“The defensive play of the Yankees 
today pleased me as much as the pitch- 
ing. McNally, Ward, Peck and Pipp all 
played up to the hilt every minute, and 
Ward especially had one of the busiest 
days of his career. Ruth didn’t have 
much ckance to get in a swing, but 
Played a great game on the bases. The 
whole team is going along just as I 
expected it would after the form it 
showed in the race down the American 
League stretch.’’

Miss Stir- 
ling had only an fron shot left and she 
Plaved it deftly, but a trifle too strong, 
the ball running over the back edge of 
the green and into the rough. 

It was the supreme test for the Amer- 
fean girt and of the mettle which has 
brought her through to three champion- 
ships and to a position never before held 
by an American golfing woman. Fully 
coynizant of the size of the stake in- 
volved, she played a brilliant mashie 
which hit the bank and then trickled its 
way straight for the cup, coming to a 
halt within a foot of the hole. The sit- 
uation was agaia reversed. Mrs. Hall’s 
only chance was to hole out from almost 
the edge of the green, and she failed by 
a margin so slight that another half 
turn of the ball would have rewarded 
her with a win that would have carried 
the match to extra holes. 

Miss Stirling had won a brilliant duel 
from a great golfer, and won it by a 
great shot. When Mrs. Hall’s ball 
stopped so perilously near the hole and 
she sank her trifling putt she was given 
an ovction just a trifle less demonstrat- 
ive than that which Mrs. Letts re- 
ceived when sho gained her victory over 
Miss Cecil Leitch.

PEACE HATH HER VICTORIES. 

At a time when the eyes of the 
peoples of the world are turned hope- 
fully toward the conference called by 
America to consider the limitation of 
armaments, an ‘encouraging word 
comes in the dispatches from Russia.

THE SPOKEN WORD. 
Columbia University, through its 
University Extension Division, is help- 
ing to make possible the exercise of 
the ‘‘ international mind’’ through 
the spoken word. When the courses 
which are announced to begin next 
Monday are in progress, there will be 
a wider representation of tongues than 
occurred at Pentecost, for in this an- 
cient historic polyglot assemblage no 
tongue was represented from regions 
more remote from Jerusalem than 
Mesopotamia and Asia Minor and 
Egypt, with the exception of ‘ 
journers from Rome’’; whereas the 
Columbia courses are practically plan- 
etary in their scope. They are exten- 
sion courses in a double sense, em- 
bracing as they do the following 
spoken languages: Armenian, Chinese, 
Danish-Norwegian, Dutch, English, 
French, German, Greek, Icelandic, 
Trish, Italian, Japanese, Portuguese, 
Rumanian, Spanish and Turkish. 
There are also suggestions of courses 
in Russian, Polish, Czechslovak and 
Serbo-Croatian. These are offered not 
only for the practical value of their 
use in oral intercommunication, but 
also for their helpfulness to those who 
aim to master a language for the sake 
of the literature or as a key to sources 
of knowledge in any domain of the 
past or the present. There will always 
be the latter need, because of the life 
embodied in these literatures, even if 
the dream of the League of Nations— 
and of some who are not represented 
in the League of Nations—concerning 
a second language for international 
use is realized. 

These courses were to have ‘been 
under the general supervision of Pro- 
fessor Prince. Since this announce- 
ment he has, however, been made 
United States Minister to Denmark.

It is true that a unfversal reduction of 
wages is quite essential to a sound life with- 
in the nation, to a lower cost of production 
and consequently a greater movement to 
home trade and consumption, and also to} 
the capacity of competing in foreign mar- | 
kets, to the extension of our foreign com- | 
merce on which in recent years we have 
grown to be much dependent. But we must 
face realities. It is equally true that a 
reduction. of wages can he justified only 
when there is a reduction of the cost of 
living to a corresponding ratio, and not 
till then. But such is not the present case.

| for the popular belief, very prevalent in

roe Doctrine to thwart the peaceful en- 
terprises of foreign commerce in Latin 
America. There is, of course, nothing 
jin the recorded thought of Monroe to 
warrant such action on our part, and the 
Government has never made any such 
pretension. 

Also, there has been much discussion 
in our papers of late as to whether the 
reference of a dispute between South 
| American republics to the arbitra- 
|ment of a European tribunal would be 

an infringement of the famous doc- 
| trine. Here again we can say with 
certainty that President Monroe never 
| had such a problem in mind. He was 
| thinking about the preservation of peace 
in the New World. He would have 
resented it if some European power, hep- 
| ing 4o gain a political foothold, rad 
itried to mix into a South American 
| dispute uninvited. But he never said 
| anything to raise a doubt as to the ful) 
independence of these southern republics 
and their right to settle their disputes 
in their own way. It is only in the 
‘last half century that we have wound- 
| ed the susceptibilities of these repub- 
|lics by allowing it to appear that we 
| wanted to boss them. Monroe never 
| put forward any such claim. 

The Monroe Doctrine—the real es- 
| Senoe of which is the prevention of for- 
|eign interference in the free political 
| development of Latin America, an inter- 
|ference which would inevitably trouble 
| the peace of the New World—is as 
much a vital interest to us now as ever. 
But. like the supreme interest of terri- 
torial defense, !t is, from the point of 
view of armament, a dormant issue. No- 
body threatens it. And for this. there 
are two reasons, 

First of all, the South 
publics, especially the A B © States, 
have developed sufficient strength to 
defend their own independence. We do 
not need to build battleships to keep 
anybody from trying to make a colony , 
of the Argentine. However much the 
Latin Americans are inclined to sputter 
at the overbearing way in which wae 
sometimes discourse on the Monroe Doc- 
trine, they would each start a Monros 
Doctrine of their own—under another 
name—if any foreign power attempted to 
subjugate one of their number. 

Secondly, all the rest of the world has 
“come to realize that the results of the 
| Monroe Doctrine have been on the whele 
| very good. It has been generally bene- 
| ficial that South America has been pre- 
| served from the colonial scramble which 
| has made so much havoc in Africa and 
Asia. At the Peace Conference at Paris 
| our representatives found no serious op- 
| position from any of the great powers 
| to the general acceptance of the Monroe 
| Doctrine. Our “vital interests’”’ in this 
|matter are more securely guarded by 
| such agreements than they would be by 


|any number of battleships.

These two interests are none the less 
| Vital because they are for the moment 
| dormant. We do not vote army and 
| navy appropriations to protect our ter- 
| ritory from invasion nor to maintain 
the Monroe Doctrine, because neither of 
| them is threatened. But if unfortunate 
circumstances should arise which made 
|us lose confidence, we would arm just 
|as quickly as anybody else. We are not 
| particularly pacific; we are safer. But 
if our occasional irritations with the 
British Empire should turn into serlous

|

It is clear that in his mind} 


will and began training large armies, 
or if we should have plausible reason to 
believe that some overseas power was 
planning a raid on Latin America—as 
Napoleon III. did when we were utterly 
distracted by our Civil War—we would 
not be discussing the limitation of arma- 
ments. . The price of plowshares 
would go up, so many people would be 
bidding for them to beat them into 
swords. If we really were worried there 
is no reason why we should not shoulder 
as heavy a military burden as Switzer- 
land, which trains all its young men 
and can mobilize a tenth of its popu- 
lation in forty-eight hours. For us that 


| would mean a prepared army of 10,000, - 
| 000 men. 


But we are not serlously worrted about 
either of these vital interests. They 
are amply protected, partly by distance, 
partly by. such century-old treaties as 
that of, Ghent, and by the more recent 
general recognition of the validity of the 
Monroe Doctrine, which was won at 
Paris. They have been removed from 
the area of distrust ‘to the civilized 
zone of agrdement. 

So the problem before our delegates 
at the Washington conference, will be to 
see if they can bring our other vita! 


interests into this same zone, and ar- 
range agreements with the other powers 
which will inspire such confidence that 
we will not feel impelled to maintain 
expensive armaments in their defense.

Prayer Rugs From Western Asia 
Minor

A private exhibition ‘of Oriental rugs 
which have been loahed to the Metro- 
politan Museum by James F. 
St. Louis, for three months, was held } 
yesterday afternoon in the Gallery of 
Special Exhibitions at the Museum. The 
rugs are the rarest specimens from Mr. 
Ballard’s colléction, which is said to be 
ene of the finest in the world. For 
more than fifteen years he has been in- 
terested in rugs of the various countries 
and has journeyed all over the world in 
searcn of the finest types available. He 
pow numbers more than three hundred 
in his collection, sixty-nine of which 
were chosen for this exhibition. 

While it is catalogued an exhibition of 
Oriental rugs and while this ae ee 
type predominates, the rugs of 
countries have important places in he 
grouping. The — conspicuous of 
these are several Spanish examples of 
the weaving of that country in the fif- 
teenth and seventeenth centuries.

weavers freely copied and studied the 
Oriental models, which first found their 
way into the country as gifts from the 
Oriental monarchs to the Spanish dig- 
nitaries. 

Of these a large rug of the late fif- 

teenth century is the most interesting. It 
ix of tapestry on knotted cord weave and 
shows the decided influence of the Ort- 
ental school, although thé Spanish char- 
acteristics are also found in the design.

times called ‘‘ Seven Mountain Rugs,” 
Fecause many have been found in the 
region of the Siebengebirge in southern 
Germany. They are squarer than most 
asia Minor rugs, and have a characier~- 
i:tic medallion border. Rugs of this 
kind may be seen in European paintings 
cf the sixteenth and seventeenth cen- 
turfes. None of this type are included 
in the Museum collection, nor are the 
Ladik rugs, four of which are shown 
in Mr. BaHard’s collection.

The statement you thus publish is 
false. A careful examination of the 
official transcript fails. to reveal any 
such testimony.

There hassnot been one 
cent of work done by city mechanics 
on my private ‘‘ motor car’’ nor has 
there been one moment’s work done by 
any city mechanic on my private 
** motor car.’’ 

This deliberate falsehood conspicuous- 
ly set out in ‘your editorial columns is 
of a piece with the similar false state- 
ments that you published with respect 
to alleged unsolved murders which 
were demonstrated even to your own 
satisfaction to have been false.

creases. and tren turned on the Mayor 
for making them. ,The matter came up 
during the discussion of the request of | 
the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court for salary increases for next year 
sor a number of employes of the depari- 
ment. 

“It has been charged,’’ said the 
Mayor, ‘“that the Hylan Administration | 
Las increased salaries about $30,000,000. 
I believe that salaries have been in- 
creased about that amount, but I want 
to make it clear that many of the news- | 
papers wnicn are now attacking this | 
Administration for extravagance and/| 
worse were among the warmest advo- 
cates of salary increases. 

‘These increases began when the cost | 
of living went up and when private 
firms were. jacking up salaries every- 
where. At that time it was claimed in | 
many of the newspapers, and justly so, 
that the City of New York was not 
properly taking care of its faithful ser- 
vants. We did the best we could with 
our faithful servants, and now we are 
blamed for taking care of them. 

‘“‘T have no apologies to make to the 
newspapers for increases made_ to 
wortty city employes.

> Lewis and counsel for Johnson. 
ne. Lewis asked that he be relieved as 
rosecutor of the Lembergers because of 
his confidential relations with them dur- 
ing the Johnson hearing and his belief 
that they were innocent. 

Johnson, who has’ spent a decade in 
Waupun Prison, was arrested on suspi- 
cion that he might have knowledge of 
how the girl was slain, and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment without 
trial on his own confession, which he 
repudiated later. In his application for 
pardon Johnson asserted his innocence 
and declared he made the confession 
through fear that he would be lynched. 

The murder charge against Lembcr- 
ger was based on alleged disclosures 
made by Mrs. May Sorenson, a neighbor 
of the Lembergers. 

She related that Alois Lemberger had 
told her his father struck Annie with a 
beer bottle when she was unable to find 
a stove poker he had asked for. The 
body was hidden under a tub in the 
baseraent, and later disposed of by a 
negro boy, Alois told Mrs. Sorenson, 
according to her testimony.

ting immediate measures into effect. 

Colonel Woods received a visit from 
Urbain Ledoux and his traveling army 
of unemployed, which, it was an- 
nounced, will leave for Albany, N. Y., 
tomorrow. The Colonel expressed his 
willingness to aid them in finding work.

From the Capitol the delegation went 
to the White House to see President 
Harding, but were informed that he 
would not be-able to see them until 
next week. 

‘‘As we are. short of: funds,’’ said 
Mr. Levitt, ‘‘ we cannot remain over 
until mext week as’a delegation, but 
will leave several ex-service men be- 
hind to see the President. The object 
in seeing him is to urge him to recom- 
mend legislation to authorize the pub- 
lication of names of those who made 
100 per cént...or more profit during the 
war. The War Department has pub- 
lished the names of draft deserters. 
The names of those who made over 100 
per cent. profit in the war should also 
be made known.” 

At the Department of Commerce Colo- 
nel Arthur Woods of the Unemployment 
Conference told the delegation he was 
wiring to municipal heads throughout 
the country, urging them to take up 
immediately the question of finding food 
and shelter for unemployed until they 
can obtain work.

BRITAIN’S JOBLESS 


IS CABINET THEME 
No Decision on Unemployment 


Remedies Is Likely Before 
Parliament Meets.

LONDON, Oct. 6.—The first meeti 
of the British Cabinet since Prime Min< 
ister. Lloyd George returned from Gair- 


loch was held at 10 Downing Street this 
afternoon, the business being entirely 
confined to the unemployment situa- 
tion, which is now the.most pressing 
problem before the Brifish Government. 

Before the Cabinet meeting Mr. Lloyd 
George attended a meeting of the Cabi- 
net Committee on Unemployment, and 
had a long cohferencé with the niem- 
bers. No decisions as to what measures 
will be taken -thave-been arrived at yet, 
and it is not likely that any decision 
will be announced before the opening of 
Parliament on Oct. 18. 

The problem before the Cabinet falls 
into two categories—immediate relief 
and the restoration of tradé. The ne- 
cessity for immediate relief is pressing, 
and a decision must be reached between 
providing work and ‘‘ doles.’’ The Prime 
Minister is opposed to the ‘‘ doles ’’ pol- 
icy, but he is equally opposed to a pol- 
icy of putting highly skilled men on 
rough work, -such as, roadmaking, which 
would destroy skill and delicacy of 
touch. 

There is also the problem of unem- 
ployed women who cannot do such work. 

The result probably will be a compro- 
mise between work and “ doles.’’ 

On the question of the stimulation of 
trade, the Prime. Minister, who is the 
only man in the Cabinet whose..opinion 
matters, is disposed to go very warily. 
He is being pressed to start publié work:

FEWER IN NEW YORK CITY 


But Signs of Better

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—A slight ime 
provement in the unemployment situa- 
tion, a prediction that ‘‘ the industrial 
pendulum is definitely on the upward 


trend,’’ and a report of ‘‘ marked in- 
creased industrial optimism from every 
section of the. country ’* are features of 
the report of the United States Employ- 
ment Service for.September, made pub- 
lic tonight. Liquidation in the wholesale 
and retail business, due principally to 
thé change. of season, is given as one of 
the causes of the more hopeful condi- 
tions. 

The report is based on statistics col 

lected. from the pay rolls of 1,428 firms 
in-sixty-five principal industrial centres, 
each of which usually employs more 
than 500 workers. On Sept. 30 these 
firms had 18,050 more émployés on their 
pay rolls than they carried on Aug. 3], 
an increase of 1.2 per cent. 
Thirty-eight cities reported employment 
increases during September, Toledo, 
Ohio, leading with an increase of 24.1 
per cent. as compared with . August. 
Twenty-six cities reported decreases of 
employment. The greatest decrease, 5.4 
per cent., was reported by Providence, 
R. I. New York City reported a decrease 
in employment of 2.2 per cent. The situ- 
ation in one city—Columbus, Ohio—was 
unchanged, 

‘The greatest change reported is in 
the Western and Southern sections of the 
country,” says the report, “ obviously 
due .to. agricultural acttvities and the 
advance in the price of cotton. The in- 
dustrial areas in the East not only hold 
their own, but slightly increased thelr 
forces in many lines, leading with tex« 
tiles, and including iron and steel and 
the railroads. | 

“These favorable trends, however, 
should not obscure the fact that within 
the next thirty days thousands of agri- 
cultural seasonal workers will return to 
the industrial centres and join «he mul* 
titude of unemployed unless buffer eme 
ployment is furnished until they can be 
absorbed by their previous occupations. 

“The marked increased industrial op+ 
timism reported from every section of 
the country seems to be based largely 
on the improved conditions in the whole- 
sale and retail business, which has been 
partly stimulated by the change of sea- 
son.”’ 

The survey of the Middle Atlantic dis- 
trict, which includes New York, New 
Jersey ‘and Pennsylvania, points to the 
fact that the first signs of general in« 
dustrial. improvement and _ occasional 
brighter spots in the basic steel and 
iron industry were reported in August. 


Conditions in New York State. 
Concerning New York State, the Te 


port says: 

“Textiles and clothing Industries fe 
port operations nearly &5 per cent. noP- 
mal throughout the State. Metals and 
metal products continue to be very in- 
active, but signs of better times are 
evident. Much interest is felt in the 
unemployment situation. 

“In New York City a movement has 
been started by the leading department 
stores to establish a ‘ buyers’ week 
with marked reductions and much pub- 
licity, with a view to stimulating buy- 
ing and moving goods from factories to 
consumers. It is thought that this idea 
may spread and a ‘ buyers’ week’ may 
be observed nation-wide.”’ 

Conditions in the principal cities of 
New York State are treated as follows: 

“ Albany and Troy—Employment con- 
ditions generally have shown improve- 
ment in September compared with Au- 
gust. Building operations have in- 
creased considerably and indications are 
good for continued improvement. Mets! 
and machinery indust.ies remain very 
dull. Textiles, collars and. shirts have 
improved somewhat and plants are op- 
erating more hours per week. 

““ Rochester—Optical and metal indus- 
tries continue to reduce forces in this 
city. Textiles and clothing doing fair 
business. Farms in this district are 
employing more men for harvest work. 
More activity in house building last 
month than in several years past, Per- 
mits. were issued for seventy-two two- 
family and 590 one-family houses, to 
cost about $3,800,000. Factory work and 
employment at lowest ebb since 1914. 

‘"New York City—Food products in- 
dustriés* report normal operating con- 
ditions and very little unemployment 
among skilled workers. Textile and 
clothing industries are operating upon 
a basis of. about 70 per cent. full em- 
ployment. Metal and metal products 
operate with not over 50 per cent. of 
force employed in 1820. A survey'\o 
130 shops shows: Employed July, 1920, 
51,506; January, 1921, 37,401; August, 
1921, 21,416. Leather and leather prod- 
ucts and shoes operating about 87 per 
cent. Outlook not especially promising. 
Printing trades report very little un- 
employment, but paper and paper prod- 
ucts are very inactive. Jewelry manu- 
mang working at greatly reduced ca~ 
pacity. 

‘‘ Buffalo—Textile and clothing Indus- 
tries are reported as operating about 90 
per cent. capacity, with fairly geod pros- 
pects forfuture. Iron and steel and prod- 
ucts’ show: about. 60 per cent., of full 
employment. . Future prospects bright. 
Automotive industries operating not 
over. 65 per cent. of normal. Railroad 
repair shops have taken on a few men, 
but; are still on about a 50 per cent. 
basis. Some building is in progress, 
but about 25 per cent. of building 
trades workers are reported as unem- 
ploved. Business ‘men are more opti- 
mistic than they-have been for many 
months.

Federal Judge Names Trust Co. 
to Take Over Assets of 
Society of America. 


'MAY FIND ONLY $50,000 


| Liabilities Less Than $2,500,000, 


Court Holds—81,000 Members.

CHICAGO, Il., Oct. 6.—The Co-opera- 
tive Society of America was adjudged 
bankrupt today by Federal. Judge Evan 
A. Evans. The Central Trust Company 
was appointed receiver. 

The decision of Judge’ Evans camé 
| after néarly two years of litigation, At 
the time it was rendered a petition in 
bankruptcy proceeding was being heard 
| by Master in Chancery C. B. Morrison 
|and an investigation, which may result 
.in charges of fraud, was being conducted 
|; by post office inspectors. 
| The society today claimed ownership 
}of one bank, a twenty-one story sky- 
scraper, a life insurance company, the 
largest wholesale grocery house in Chi- 


cago, numerous canneries, land develop- 
ment projects and 181 operating grocery 
| stores. 

Its assets, stated by officials of the 
| company, were more than $5,000,000. Its 
| Uabilities, officials assert, are less than 
| $2,500,000. According to the decision of 
| the Judge, its Habilities are nearer $15,- 
| 000,000. The assets seizable by the re- 
ceiver today are not expected to total 
| more than $50,000. 

Neither of the three trustees of the

The Lehigh Valley Railroad Company's 
lan for the segregation of its coal prop- 
rties, in accordance with the United 
States Supreme Court’s decision of Dec.

York, just after the closing of the Stock 
, Exchange, by E. H. Bowles, Vice Presi- 
}cey* ¢-d General Counsel of the com- 
| pany =. E. Loomis, 


{it called for no assessment from the 
‘19,122 stockholders and resulted in no 
; Sacrifice of their equity in the coal com- 
| pany investments. 
| The Government at the same hour filed 
| three main objections to the segregation 
plan. 

In the railroad company’s plan to sever 
{control of its two subsidiaries, the Le- 
thigh Valley Coal Company and Coxe 
| Bros. & Co., Inc., it is proposed that the 
Lehigh Valley Coal Company issue $30,- 
000,000 non-cumulative preferred stock, 
with no voting rights, of $100 par value 
per share, yielding dividends at a rate of 
7 per cent. This issue is to be turned 
over to the Lehigh Valley Railroad Com- 


pany in the form of a stock dividend 
declared out of surplus, and the $2,10v,- 
000 annual income from this preferfed 
| stock will be payable to the railroad 
icompany. The railroad cOmpany then 
jplans to turn over ail its interests in 
ithe common stock of tne coal company 
ito a trustee, which will issue to the 
irailroad company’s stockholders 242,432 
| certificates of interest in the common 
i stock of the coal company in the ratio 
| of one certificate for every five shares 
| °% common or preferred railroad stock. 
The capital stock of the Lehigh V alley 
{Coal Cornpany is $9,465,000 of $50 par 
value. Last year the company paid divi- 
,dends amounting to $12,720,089. The 
capital stock of Coxe Bros. & Co., Inc., 
was reported at $2,910,150 on which $2,- 
663,788 in dividends was paid in 1920.

finding a way to do this and at the same 
time insuring full protection’ to the 
rights of all having an interest in the 
matter.

Sir Drummond stated that “ legisiation 
spoon-fed by the Government must go, 
and industry must be left to manage its 
own affairs.’ 
United States wfth relation to the Ter 
Meulen plan he said: 

“International solidarity is based 
upon economic necessity, just as a 
sound system of credit is based upon 
gold. The International Credits 
scheme—-Ter Meulen bonds—of the 
League of Nations does not bar Ameri- 


can exporters being interested so long | 


as they have faith in the scheme. The 
absence of America as. a member of 
the League does not affect the scheme, 
because the participating countries are 
borrowers. America is a lender.’’ 

Sir Drummond suggested the forma- 
tion of national export corporations in 
each of the lending countries, the 
United States, England, France, Italy 
and others, backed by a pro rata guar- 
antee of the Governments, banks and 
other financial institutions, and said 
that such concerns if properly managed 
should allow for normal foreign trade 
in as simple and effective a manner 
as the banks now handle domestic trade.

BUYING ON BREAKS 
LIFTS WHEAT AGAIN 


Export Demand Heaviest 
Weeks, and Mills Good Bid- 
ders, Too, on the Lows. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—Wheat market was 
Gecidcdly unsettled and fluctuated rap- 
idly within a range of 3% to 4 cents, 
with the finish within ™% cent of the 
top and net gains of 1% to 1% cents. 
New low figures on the crop were made 
early, with December down to $1.10% 
and May to $1.14%%4, stop loss order be- 
ing responsible for the break to the low 
peint at $1.15 and under May. 
Heavy buying developed, an] later re- 
ports of a large export business led to 
general short covering and commission 
house buying. 

Houses with Fastern connections were 
Persistent buyers on the breaks, and, 
while there was some pressure ‘on the 
bulges, the character of the news today 
Was much more favorable to holders 
than for some time past. Export sales 
in all positions were estimated at around 
%,000,600 bushels, the largest business in 
some weeks, including 1,000,000 bushels 
Manitobas, 600,000 hard winter and 
durums and 1,500,000 at the Pacific 
Coast. The latter was for the Orient, 
while Italy was the buyer of the Mani- 
tebas. Kansas City and Minneapolis 
mills were said to have done an ex- 
cellent flour business as the result of 
the break. 

The pronounced weakness at Winnipeg 
led to selling at one time, and that 
market closed with October 144 cent 
lower at the last, while December was 
1% cents lower and finished 14 cents 
under Chicago, December going to a 
discount for the first time this season. 

There were rumors of Canadian wheat 
being shipped Chicago on consign- 
ment, but the best posted 
doubted them. Duluth has been receciv- 
ing a few cars of Canadian grain, and 
there is some afloat for Toledo. It is 


believed probable tnat grain may go to 
Minneapolis on account of the big pre- 
tiums prevailing in that market. On 
the basis of the closing figures, No. 
1 northern from Canada, laid down at 
Chicago, figured out around 82 cents 
over December, duty paid, while do- 
mestic dark No. 1 northern, on track, 
Was nominally 30 to 35 cents over. 

While many of the commission houses 
were much less bearish after the close, 
the leading interest continues to talk 
lower prices, and says that the market 
will probably suffer a further decline, 
as Winnipeg verv 4 and export 
demand is not sufficient to take care 
of the heavy country offerings. The 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian North- 
ern loaded 2,330,000 bushels of all grain 
Oct. 4, against 1,414,000 bushels last 
year.

Scale 85-Foot Ladders and One 


Rescues Girl in Faint—Com- 


rades Save Both. 


Fast work by firemen and the courage 
ef two elevator operators, oné of them a | 
cfipple, checked a panic and got scores 
of girl employes to safety yesterday 
when fire swept the fifth floor at 640 
Broadway, causing $10,000 damage ahd 
halting Broadway traffic for nearly an 
hour. a 

The fire started, in an undetermined 
manner, in the workrooms and offices 
of the Arrow Leather Goods Company, 
lessees of the entire fifth floor of the 
nine-stcry building near Bleecker Street. 
Bending off great clouds of dense smoke, 
the tlames got to the stairways and | 
Jumped to the seventh floor, skipping 
the sixth floor by a freak of draft. The 
smoke clouds billowing out windows,\ 
and, swinging through the halls to other 
offices, gave warning to employes of 
their danger. 

Fire escapes surrounded the building 





Street and on Bleecker Street. Most of 
the workers took to the escapes and 
made their way down to the streets and 
to the yard in the rear. Many, how- 
ever, jammed the halls in front of the 
eJevators, clamoring to be taken down. 
William Brahm, whose foot is crippled, 
“and Giuseppe Zorente, the operators, 
stuck to their posts, and, making quick 
trips, got the girls out. The operators 
first took those who were on the burn- | 
ing floors, “then Yhose who waited on 
the cighth and nigth floors, later mak- 
ing trips for those who waited on the 
floors below the fire. 

Men from Truck the first of the 
fire-fightine apparatus to reach the 
flames, scaled an eighty-five-foot exten- 
gion ladder tilted against the Broadway 
side of the building. Thousands of on- 
lookers cheered the nimble’ ascent of 
the tiremcn. Firemen Thomas Laffin 
and James Donigan were the first of 
the squad to get into the building by 
way of the ladder. 

They looked into windows on the fifth 
floor. and, finding their entry barred by 
flames,¢scaled’ to the sixth floor and 
got in. They quickly ascertained that | 
the imperiled workers were getting to 
gafety by means of the elevators, and 
turned their attention to the seventh 

oor. Laffin found an unidentified girl 
suddled in a faint near one of the win- | 
dows. He picked her up, but in en- 
deavoring to retrace his steps was de- 
ceived by the smoke and got into the | 
fifth floor. Donigan and other firemen 
got Laffin and his burden out. 

Thirty minutes’ brisk work by the fire- 
men extinguished the blaze, while the 
reserves from the Mercer Street Sta- 
tion, in command of Captain James F, | 
Shaw, maintained fire lines in crowded | 
Broadway. | 

Soon after the building was finished, 
in 1897, a fire swept it from top to bot- | 
tom, the flames reaching across the | 
street to the Manhattan Bank Building, | 
Which was damaged. Three years ago 
a fire in the same building resuited in 
spectacular escapes and heroic rescues 
by firemen.
